Especially 
are they difficult because they involve close 
■: examination of motives, purposes and hopes, 
whose very existence you mny not have yet 
realized. But at this point in your lives they 
are perhaps the most important questions that 
could be asked; for on your individual answers 
depends the worth of your University educa- 
tion. 

Many things go to make up University 
training; the acquisition of knowledge, of tech- 
nical skills, of social ease. But, for.us at any 
rate, the most important part of University 
' training is training in clear thinking. Know- 
ledge can be acquired from hooks, skills by 
practice, social ease in many ways; but the 
only way to learn to think clearly, to evaluate 
soberly, is by the exercise of the mind that 
University studies require. It seems to us not 
so important that a University graduate be a 
skilled engineer, ehemist'or economist, as that 
he.be a wiser man, a man of independent mind, 
of clear judgment. Specialized skills arc neces- 
sary in this modern world, but without the 



half-hearted dabbling, 

How then should you apportion you. 
and -energy? It is up to you. You will be asked 
to join this and that organization on the cam- 
pus; to go to this or that function ... and on 
the other hand warned not to neglect your 
academic work. It is well to remember that 
there are many phases of extra-curricular acti- 
vity which can be extremely valuable to you 
in terms of mental stimulation and training 
•apart from the social and recreational side. 
Keep in mind what you want from the time 
you spend here; devote your energies only to 
those things which will help to give you what 
you want. Do nothing half-heartedly, it isn't 
worth it. 

You . will hear time and time again the 
aphorism: "You get out of University life jusi 
as much as you put into it." It is an aphorism 
because it is true. But we prefer "You get out 
of life just whafcyou put into it." The emphasis 
is morfe truly placed on kind than on quantity. 

You are entering what should be one of 
the happiest periods of your life. Spend it 
wisely; get the most out. of it. It will pass all 
too quickly.

upon the normal powers and func- 
tions of the Athletics Board or 
Students' Athletic Council. 

The budget of the department of 
athletics will be treated on the 
same basis-, as that of any other 
department of the university and 
the Canadian Intercollegiate Ath- 
letic Union has been asked to 
make it a condition of membership 
that other universities adopt Identi- 
cal procedure. 

The university will require 
every student, before taking part 
In Intercollegiate athletics, to 
sign a declaration that he or she 
wlU not accept directly or In- 
directly any payment or material 
remuneration In connection with 
athletic ability. 

The Athletic Loan Fund may be 
transferred to the university to 
establish a First Year Student Loan 
Fund. It would be eligible for 
application' by .students who have 
attained 70 per cent or the equiva- 
lent in . matriculation standing. 
. The "amateur standing" form, 
which student* participating in 
athletics were required to sign In 
the past, ha* been abolished and 
replaced by a new form, in which 
the student swears:. "I . . . de- 
clare that, whjle In attendance at 
McGill, I .have not received, and 
will not accept either directly or 
indirectly, any payment or mat- 
erial remuneration In connection 
with my athletic ability." 
It was also suggested that such 
a declaration be adopted by the 
CÏAU In lieu of the Union's usual 
certificate of eligibility. 

The reason for this change In 
university policies insofar as ath- 
letics are concerned may readily 
be seen In the following list of 
committee findings. It was, stated 
that ' they had learned of student 
athletes accepting bribes from per- 
sons or organizations having • a 
financial stake in the results of the 
games; of academic standards being 
lowered, both to enable athletes to 
enter 'universities and to enable 
them to stay in universities; of 
financial a}d admittedly given by 
university authorities to attract 
athletes; of dishonorable examina- 
tion practices; of the resignation of 
many coaches and of at least one 
president; and finally of the with- 
drawal of 33 universities from par- 
ticipating in certain intercollegiate 
sports. 

The committee concluded its 
.report with the following com- 
ments: "Only by complete uni- 
versity control of alt phases of 
athletic activity can abuse» In and 
the subsequent demoralisation of 
amateur Intercollegiate sport' be 
prevented. Even then persistent 
surveillance Is essential at all 
levels, for, In the last analysis, 
individual integrity Is the keynote 
on which everything depend*."

The Required sports Program for 
Freshmen, initiated very success- 
fully last, autumn, will be in opera- 
tion again, this year with little 
change in the course. There are, 
however, two changes and these 
should be noted carefully. There 
will not be any Motor Fitness Test 
this year and there will be no 
exemptions except on medical 
grounds. Otherwise the program re- 
mains the same as the one so well 
received by last year's Freshmen. 
Michael S. Yuhasz continues as 
Director of the Program. 

While the world "required" Is 
used In the name of this course. 
It should be stressed that this Is 
in opportunity for students to' re- 
ceive Instruction in a (port which 
they would like to learn. All 
instruction 1* given from a begin- 
ning level. 

Principle* .of guidance for the 
Required Sports Program will be' 
/discussed at the Athletic Preview 
Night on September 26th. There 
will be a registration table set 
up in the Gymnasium and In the 
Engineering Building on Septem- 
ber 22nd. 

The sports program is directed at 
the attainment of good health, 
worthy use of leisure time and 
ethical character. The key objec- 
tives are participating in and ap- 
predating sport activities. 

Courses in the program are divid- 
ed Into the following areas:— 

Area 2. Aquatic: .Beginning and 
Advanced swimming. 

Area 3. Athletic and Acrobatic- 
Tumbling and Apparatus stunts 
plus Weight 

Area 4. Combatives: Boxing, 
wrestling, personal defence and 
fencing. 

Area 5. Team: Basketball and 
Volleyball. 

Area 6. Recreational: Squash. 
Handball, Badminton, Backyard 
Sports and Touch Football. 

The year is divided into two 
terms. The first extends from Octo- 
ber 27th to December 13th and Is 
the Fall term lasting
